AFTERMATH OF STORM.

('.vcloiip Did Greatest llnmacr in
(ieorKln 111k Hani DeNtrojrd.

St Albans, Aug. S. The s re
sults of the combined electrical storm and
cyclone, which swept through parts of
this section InM evening are now bein
learned. The two storms were seen by
Kpectators on the bay dock to meet off
Hatliawiy's point, where, after tearing
down a few trees, the elements raced
ncros the. lny to thn Georgia shore and
from the time 1t struck land, devastation
wa.s In its wake. At lakeside at el Pat
terson's and all along the shore road,
large trees were uprooted, doors find win
dows and within a mile, iwn
fruit orchards containing nf) trees were
ruined.

The full force of the storm nnd the
gicatest damage was felt in Georgia,
whom tlm big barn on the Ryan farm,
a great structuto ITS by di feet was torn
to pieces and blown flat, In the gieat
fury of the rlftnents. Here, ftft; -- two cows
were killed. The barn hod just been filled
wit hay, about 150 tons, and in It be
sides wore 51 cows, two horses and a lot
of bogs and calves. When the storm
had pasyeil, all was a tangled mass of
ruin, timbers, hay and cattle being all
piled up together.

The two horses, two of the cows and
the hogs and cahes wore saved practical-
ly unharmed, but all else w.is lost, the
damage being about t'.itn't. The C. W.

NATURE'S WARNING.

rite Premonitory SyniptoniM of Sun
stroke Should Not Up Disregarded,

(From the New York Herald.)
In a former Herald cdlto-i.- it on the

ptevrution 01 sunslioke refoience wns
made to tho limit of endurance of the
sun's rays, which was so different In illff- -

rent Individuals and which limit was
tnostlv discovered when It was too late
to icprnt of the foolish risk.

In the popular mind this very sudden
ness of the heat stroke appears to forbid
an; previous warning of Its coming. This

lew. however, is so erroneous In the
majority of Instances that one cannot be
tixi careful In noting some of the early
signs of danger and the vnilnus physical
conditions of the Individual which make
such pteinnnltlons significant and Impor
tant.

It l not fair to assume that every vic
tim of heat exhaustion has been neces-
sarily foolhardy In expoMng himself

lly, but. on the contrary, that he
has not properly Interpreted the Uneaten- -

lng symptoms of a seizure. To be on tlio
nlert for the Hist signs of danger Is to
be on the side of safety, as otherwise
there Is a reasombh sine tendency for
such apparently trivial symptoms to rap-
idly culminate In others of gravest Im
port. I.et us for brevity take these s mp- -

tome In their order of occurence nnd in
their relative Importance ns bearing on
en.cn other.

In the bennlng thorp K a feeling of
general exhaustion, most often centered
in the stomach and quite graphically ex--

e?c il as one of "goneness" an other-
wise indescrlhahle sensation of emptiness
and weakness In thnt region. Associated
with this Is n onse of oppression over
the chest, ns from a weight, and more or
less difficulty of breathing In the effort
to fill the lungs properly. Coincident with
this dlstiesslng symptom are a hot and
dry skin, elevated temperature, marked
palpitation, rapid and fluttering pulse
heat and n still more hurried respiration.
Altogether II would he described as an
Impending faint, although It means very
much more in the end.

Very often nt this stage come dizziness
uncertain, tottering gait, double vision,
distorted visual images and variegated
color perception. These are always om-
inously dangerous signs. Especially when
accompanied with sevpre pain In the
head. Often, too. there Is vomiting at
this slage and not Infrequently cnnvul-eIv- o

movements, which finally merge Into
tho Insensibility which tnaiks a well

case of sunstrokn In which the
brain and nervous centers have received
tho full force of the blow.

Now, how to guard against and meet
thoe conditions? The arming against tho
enemy must come with the forewarning.
Naturally the weak ones mint slay in-

doors or take to the woods. The one out
of forts must be more than careful.

The poorest preparation Is after ex-

hausting work, after a hot and sleepless
night, a scant breakfast nn a weak nnd
dyspeptic stomach, "Charley," says the
wife, "ynu are not feeling well, and whv
tempt your fato In the heat?" If only
Chailey would listen.

Rut If the wort threatens there is still
time to ward off the stroke. At the first
sign of any of the premonitory symptoms
the Individual must stop nnd nsk for hlp,

et nt once Into the shade. He down,
loosen clothing, have lee applhd to the
head, be fanned and if possible obtain n
dlffulble stimulant. Aside from thli
nothing helps more than a darkened nnd
cool room nnd a quiet nnd Judicious re-

sort to restorative measures. Many a life
can be saved by such timely measures
even when a hospital is not within easv
reach.

TIIR RRST OrCFMRKR PICKRF.S.

The last of August or the first of
September is thu tlmo
for pickling. Cucumbers, nnd all vege.
tables for that purpose, are then plep.
1 fill, and the tedious small fruits arc
out of the way. In the making of per
feet pickles It Is ns Important that the
cucumbers be fresh ns that the vlnepai
be pure. In selecting them, therefore,
choose only crisp, brittle ones. If
those which bend readily under pres
sure nre used, the pickling process may
ronvert them Into tough, Indigestible
tubes. Select cucumbers ns nearly
uniform In size as possible. Wnsli
them nnd place In a vessel with water
to cover. Add a tonspoonful of salt
to a gallon of water and allow them
to stand over night. The next morn
ing throw Into clear water for n few
moments, then pack Into glass Jnrs
adding to each one-elght- h of a ton- -

spoonful of alum, one tonspoonful of
celery teed nnd one-fourt- h of a me
(Hum red popper cut Into shreds. It
the vlnegnr has been made at home R
will li- - so Ml ong thnt It should hu
diluted oiie-hn- lt with water. Put It
over the tire with a few whole cloves
and pieces of stick cinnamon. When
It bolls pour n over the encumbers,
add two toblespoonfnls of olive oil to
endi Jar, seal tightly nnd put nway
with thn conifortubln knowledge "thnt
you havo a pickle which can bo eaten
even by those whom they have been
forbidden. The oil cuts tho acid of
the vinegar that they may be tnken
Into n delicate stomach without
